Ind.. chairman of the leg ­ 
islative board of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Trainmen, who has been 
bombarding the commission with let­ 
ters containing charges that the rail­ 
roads were violating the full-train- 
crew, sixteen-hour-day and other laws 
enacted during the recent session of 
the legislature. 
The commission has 
investigated Feick’s charges and has 
found them to be without foundation. 
It advised him not to send any more 
complaints unless he made them spe­ 
cific, so that action could be taken. 
The commission informed him that 
it appreciated any real information on 
the subject of enforcement of the new 
laws, but that It will hereafter pay 
no attention to him or to anyone else 
who makes charges that are not spe­ 
cific. 
The commission advised Feiek 
that the mere statement that some 
road was working its employes twen­ 
ty-four hours a da\ or that It was vio­ 
lating the full train crew or safety 
appliance act, was of no benefit. Feick 
charged the Baltimore 
& Ohio road 
with violating the safety appliance 
act, but the board Informed him that 
his charges are groundless. 


The board of tax commissioners 
have concluded their work for this 
year after a session lasting most of 
the spring and summer. 
As a net 
result of its work the valuation of 
corporate 
property 
in 
Indiana 
has 
been increased nearly $ 12,000,000. of 
which the railroads will have to stand 
for over $ 8,000,000. 
Only a few of the 
big public service corporations were 
let alone as they were last year, while 
less than half a dozen were reduced. 
The board has spent the past month 
in hearing appeals from the decisions 
of the local boards of equalization in 
taxation of real estate. 
The table 
showing the result of this feature of 
the work has not been completed, but 
it was learned from one member that 
the state board did not make many 
changes in the decisions of the local 
authorities. 
About a dozen counties 
were reduced and an equal number 
raised. 
Posey county probably had 
the largest advance by the state board, 
which considered the assessm ent of 
land by the local board as far too 
low. 
Knox. Miami and Henry coun­ 
ties were raised. 
One member said 
that the increase by the state board 
will not amount to a half of one per 
cent on the valuation of the land 
of 
the entire state. 
Most of the local 
boards, however, made a slight ad 
vance in the valuation of real estate 
over the appraisement of four years 
ago. but the amount was not as much 
as anticipated. 
The state board in­ 
creased the valuation of the Standard 
Oil property at Evansville on appeal 
of County Assessor Clarke, who de­ 
clared that the Standard’s local rep­ 
resentatives had not listed the proper 
ty fairly. 
In the appeal on the Stand­ 
ard's property at 
Princeton, 
where 
there was a bitter fight, the state 
board did not make any changes. 


J ames Wade Emison of Vincennes 
was here today in regard to the issu­ 
ing of $ 120.000 worth of bonds by the 
state in payment of the Viucennes 
university claim which was allowed 
by the last legislature over Governor 
Hanly’s veto. 
The bonds are to be 
$ 1,000 denomination and are to run 
for ten years at 3 per cent interest. 
Mr. Emison has been regarded for 
the past year as a receptive candidate 
for the Republican nomination for gov­ 
ernor. 
He was asked if he will make 
the race, but he said that he has not 
fully determined what he will do.
